All the filtering and signal detection can take place in the 
digital domain, perhaps in an ordinary personal computer. 
While there are still good reasons to use some analog 
components in high-performance gear, the SDR approach 
is becoming more common in Amateur Radio.”

Since the position of Program Chairman has been vacant for 
several years now, it was suggested that the By-Laws be 
amended to eliminate this position, and to make the Hamfest 
Chairman a board position so as to provide a voice 
commensurate with responsibilities. These suggestions were 
all left pending. 


2011 Hamfest was a success. Preliminary assessment of 
profits: approx $2500. Nine VE candidates. 


2012 Hamfest scheduled for Sunday July 8 so as not to 
conflict with Harrisburg (June 30), Wilkes-Barre (July 1), or 
Sussex NJ (July 15). (Though such conflicts might have only 
minimal effect on attendance, they might have a great effect 
on vendor participation.) 

--Discussion of increasing fees is tabled until the next 
Board meeting. 


Revival of the suggestion to hold a monthly breakfast 
meeting. Venue would be determined so as to be central to 
the membership. Unable to agree on a time; it will be 
investigated what time other clubs successfully hold breakfast 
meetings. The subject will be opened for discussion at the 
August 16 club meeting. 


PA QSO Party, October 8 and 9. A central station is NOT 
contemplated, but members should indicate MARC affiliation 
on their entry sheets. Suggestion of combined participation 
with other area clubs. 


We still seek a volunteer to become an Echolink node to 
allow remote participation in the club nets. 


It was noted that to amend minor details in the By-Laws is 
every bit as onerous as amending major aspects. (Two-thirds 
of the membership. And that's the ENTIRE membership, not 
just those present at a meeting). Some clubs have a 
Constitution, which specifies fundamental aspects, and is 
(rightfully) onerous to change, and separate By-Laws for 
specifying minor matters and which is easier to change. But 
MARC has everything in a document called By-Laws. The 
Board will investigate and contemplate a solution.

DX Code of Conduct 


1. | will listen, and listen, and then listen again before 
calling. 

2. | will only call if | can copy the DX station properly. 

3. | will not trust the DX cluster and will be sure of the DX 
station's call sign before calling. 

4. | will neither interfere with the DX station nor anyone 
calling and will never tune up on the DX frequency or in 
the QSxX slot. 

5. | will wait for the DX station to end a contact before | call. 

6. | will always send my full call sign. 

7. | will call and then listen for a reasonable interval. | will 
not call continuously. 

8. | will not transmit when the DX operator calls another call 
sign, not mine. 

9. | will not transmit when the DX operator queries a call 
sign not like mine. 

10. | will not transmit when the DX station requests 
geographic areas other than mine. 

11. When the DX operator calls me, | will not repeat my call 
sign unless | think he has copied it incorrectly. 

12. | will be thankful if and when | do make a contact. 

13. | will respect my fellow hams and conduct myself so as to 
earn their respect. 


MARC to Participate in 2011 
Pennsylvania QSO Party 


The 2011 Pennsylvania QSO Party (The Friendly QSO Party) 
will be held from 1600Z October 08, 2011 to 0500Z October 
09, 2011 and 13002 October 09, 2011 to 2200Z October 09, 
2011. A state QSO Party is an on-air event where amateur 
radio stations in the host state try to contact as many in-state 
and out-of-state stations as possible. Stations out of the host 
state try to contact as many host state stations as possible. 
Points are awarded for each contact and scoring multipliers 
are awarded for each county contacted in the host state. Host 
state stations can also get additional multipliers for each state 
or ARRL section worked. 


The PA QSO Party (PAQP) is our chance to be the desired 
station. We, in PA, can contact any station, anywhere. 
Stations outside PA can only contact PA stations so everyone 
is looking for us! 


There is a Club Competition but unlike an operating event like 
Field Day, operators usually just operate the contest from their 
home station location. After the contest ends, participants 
submit their scores on forms supplied by the contest 
sponsors. For the PAQP there is a question on the Summary 
and Score Sheet asking the operator for their PA Club 
Affiliation. We would answer that with “Mid-Atlantic ARC”. All 
submitted scores with the same club affiliation would be 
added together for a total club score. This is how the various 
clubs in PA can compete against each other. 


MARC is asking all members to participate in the PAQP if they 
can and indicate “Mid-Atlantic ARC” as the affiliated club. 
This way we can compete for club awards and bragging 
rights. You don’t have to be a big contester to participate. 
Anyone, no matter how much time they spend in the contest 
or how many contacts they make, can submit a score to help 
the overall MARC score. The PAQP is also a great way to 
learn how to participate in ham radio contests. That’s why 
they call it the “Friendly QSO Party”. 


A special MARC certificate will be given to the top five scoring 
MARC members. So besides helping the overall club score, 
you are also competing against other MARC members for a 
certificate.
